STENOGRAPHIC GLIMPSES OF CONGRESS-Xo, 155. 
W ashington, M a y 30, 1834.— The most important 
event ol the day, is the notice of Speaker Stevenson’s 
intend«! resignation : and the most interesting one that 
will be likely to follow it, will be the choice of his suc­ 
cessor. 
< )n taking the chair this morning, the Speaker rose 
and informed the House, that he had taken it, though 
still laboring under severe indisposition, for the purpose 
ol opening the House, atid preventing any delay in 
business— and likewise for the purpose of announ­ 
cing his determination of resigning the Speaker’s 
ehair, and his seat in the House. 
His resignation 
he should tender on Monday morning next, at 11 o ’clock. 
H e bad formed the resolution under a deep sense of 
duty, and because his health rendered it impossible for 
him, as must be apparent to the House, to discharge in 
person, the laborious duties of the chair— and he had 
deemed ;t respectful and proper to give this notice of 
his intention. 
There is something very affecting in a scene like 
the present, when the presiding officer of a deliberative 
body, long acquainted with all its members, announces 
his intention to take leave, especially if he be talented 
and popular, as Speaker Stevenson confessedly is. I dare 
say there will be many who may have entertained, per­ 
haps, unkind feeling towards him, that will forgive him 
all his offences, when they find they are about taking 
leave of him, perhaps forever, 
llis health i* vary fee­ 
ble ; and if he ever hopes to recover it, he must lose 
no time. 
In addition to the ordinary duties of his 
station, his anxiety about his appointment as Minister to 
England, has doubtless contributed to impair his health. 
By Monday his labors will be over, and probably his 
anxiety too. 
To-day and to-morrow the Senated will 
be engaged in private business ; but probably on Mon­ 
day they will pass upon Mr Stevenson’s nomination, 
and doubtless confirm it. 
The House were engaged to-day in debating the 
Kentucky Election. Mr Letcher had the floor and made 
a very able and elaborate argument in support of his 
claim to the, seat ; and gave notice at the conclusion, 
that il the House decided against him, he should not ac­ 
cept of his per diem , and minage. Mr Moore will proba­ 
bly reply to-morrow ; and I trust the House will Anally 
Vcide the case. 
T he Senate were engaged to-day till near 4 o’clock, 
*a debating a bill reported by Mr Southard, for regula­ 
ting the grade and emoluments of the Marines, so as to 
place them, as he expressed it, on the same footing 
with the army. 
But he did not seem to understand his 
subject very well. 
Gov. Forsyth pointed out many inaccuracies and in­ 
consistencies in the bill, which seemed to bother the 
Ex-Secretary very much ; though he was disposed to 
take all the hints in a very friendly manner, 
lie said 
the pay ought to be the same as that of the Army ; but 
Gov. Forsyth reminded him, that the cause of the dif­ 
ference in their pay had been, that the Marine Corps 
were entitled to prize money, while the army were not. 
Judge Leigh cross-examined Mr Southard, much to his 
vexation ; and to the exposure of bis ignorance. 
Gov. 
Chambers gave him a push or two, which seemed to 
joggle his ideas a little ; Frelinghuysen whispered in 
his ear ; but 1 believe conveyed no consolation. 
All 
the while the Lx-Secretary blushed , and appeared very 
humble. 
I dout know the result of the case ; but I will 
answer for it, his bill dont pass the House, unless 
they can understand it better than the gentleman 
who 
reported it. 
He said it was intended to increase the pay 
of the corps about $'30,000, but he could not be partic­ 
ular, as to the amount. 
A nd why not?— the number 
of the corps is limited, and their pay fixed ; why 
not 
be particular ?— But this is his w ay, and his fa u lt; he 
dont like he be confined to results, nor facts, lie only 
goes for arguments. 
I he friends of the Polish exiles held a meeting at the 
Capitol last evening, at which there was quite a large 
audience ; but only two speeches, a Mr Richmond, a 
young theological student, of Philadelphia, I understand, 
and Mr Frelinghuysen, who is the acoucheur general 
at all charity meetings. 
There seemed to be no pro­ 
per organization; and no result was produced ; no 
mode of relief was either proposed or adopted, that 
I 
could understand. 
It was mentioned, that several 
members of Congress were expected to speak ; but they 
did Rot make their appearance. 
A Polish cap was ex­ 
hibited, made in prison ; and one of the Poles was re­ 
quested to speak a minute and a half, that the audieuce 
might hear the ‘-harmonious language,” as Mr Rich­ 
mond expressed it.
